nuploration of the conditions of life 
tifnd labor among the natives of 
southern Nigeria and other parts of 
ta^ntral Africa. 

» The tribes in the territories ezplortftl 
id*y Mr. and Mrs. Harris include tlie 
-ovruwimi peoples, famous for their 
r<>ostility to Stanley's ezpedition; the 
~ 0 *angalas, who suffered from the etro- 
NCious cruelties of Lacroix and Arnold; 
glihe warlike Budjas, oppressed by the 
CSron hand of the Lethaire's adminis¬ 
tration; and the Mongos, decimated 
by the Abir.

-it presses heavily upon people who find 
it difficult to provide the number of 
francs demanded by the officials. Yet 
anything is better than the old tribute 
of rubber, the very memory of which 
L still has a terror for the native mind. 
Mr. and Mrs. Harris traveled for 
the greater part of their long jour¬ 
neys on foot, with a body ol native 
carriers with their stores end bag- 

I gsge. They suffered many hardships, 
and the long marches were s severe 
test tor a lady's courage. For days 
on end they tramped their yray 
through the .tropical undergrowth of 
great forests, where the high trees 
shut out the light of the sun,.and at 
night they would pitch their camp and 
| eleep in a little tent, in these soli¬ 
tudes. Mr. Harris, tited out, would 
sleep soundly, but Mrs. Harris, with 
t mors highly-strung nerves, would of¬ 
ten lie awake listening to the strange 
sounds that came from the dark forest. 

“I used to hear," she said, "the 
cries of birds, which sounded like 
wild shrieks, or .with harsh and hor¬ 
rible notes. Then there would be the 1 
bellowing of a hippopotamus, and 
aometimes the fierce voice of a leo¬ 
pard." The natives were afraid of 
leopards, and many a time at night 
they would abandon their posts of duty 
round the tent and steal away, be¬ 
cause they believed they heard the 
approach of one of these beasts', leav¬ 
ing the open tent unguarded. 

On one march in the Bangala dis¬ 
trict the husband and wife had to 
walk across miles of marsh-land, so 
boggy that they Bank up to the knees. 
A frightful smell rose from the rotten 
vegetation and foul water, which 
•plashed them up to the neck, wet¬ 
ting them to the skin. "It was just 
like walking over a prodigious | 
aponge." said Mr. Harris. Wet con¬ 
tinually, they tramped "for eight days 
at the rate of 20 miles a day, and one 
day, when th^y had been walking 
from 7 In the morning until B at night 
in search of a village which they had 
been told ezisted on a tributary of 
the Bangala river, they were lashed 
by a terrific torhado. Shivering and i 
soaked they arrived at the spot where 
they hoped to get shelter and refresh¬ 
ment to find that the village no long¬ 
er ezisted. They were without water 
and food for the carriers, thay were ! 
exhausted by tbeir long journey, they 
had been cut and pricked In the hush, 
•nd now, when they realized that they 
would have to push on further, some 
of the tall fellows, who'ware strong 
men and brave men, broke down and 
wept.
